Jordan voices total 
support for U.N. effort 

for Mideast conference 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein on Tuesday expressed Jordan’s total 
support for efforts undertaken by U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
towards creating an opportune climate for 
holding an international Middle East peace 
conference attended by all concerned parties 
and the members of tbe U.N. Security 
Council. 


Jordan considers the proposed 
conference as the only way lead-

Goulding. 

Mr. Goulding and his assistant 
Jean-Claude Aime arrived here 
Monday on a two-day official visit 
to Jordan in the course of a tour 
of the Middle East region and 
were received by the King on 
Tuesday. 

At the meeting, Mr. Goulding 
voiced Mr. Perez de Cuellar's 
appreciation for the Kingdom’s 
efforts on the Arab and interna- 


tional levels for achieving a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle 
East through an international 
conference. 

He also voiced appreciation for 
the King's continued endeavours 
for ending the Gulf conflict which 
he said was a constant threat to 
world peace. 

Attending the meeting were 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifat. Chief 
of the Royal Court Marwan Al 
Oasem. Court Minister Adnan 
Abu Oddi and Jordan's perma- 
nent Ambassador to the United 
Nations Abdullah Salah. 

Earlier, Mr. Rifat held talks 
with Mr. Goulding and reaf- 
firmed the Jordanian stand to- 
wards the Middle East conflict.

Mr. Dudin said Jordan sup- 
ports Mr. Perez de Cuellar’s 
efforts and would do what it 
could to help them to succeed. 

Mr. Dudin also spoke about 
Jordan's endeavours to support 
the Arab population under Israeli 
rule and to help them resist 
Israel's arbitrary measures aimed 
at uprooting them from their 
homeland.

Socialist and DC gains threaten 
long power struggle in Italy 


ROME (Agencies) — Election 
gains by Italy’s Christian Demo- 
crat (DC) and Socialist parties 
threaten to renew a power strug- 
gle between the two rivals, while 
dreams of power-sharing faded 
for the Communists. 

Complete returns from par- 
liamentary elections Sunday and 
Monday showed the Italian Com- 
munists. the largest Communist 
Party in the West, sinking to their 
lowest level of voter support in 20 
years. Both the Socialists and 
Christian Democrats gained 
ground. 

The Communist defeat 
touched off a major buying spree 
on the Italian market. “The mar- 
ket response to the elections re- 
sults is super-positive,*’ said 
Paolo Antonelli, a broker for 
Banca Provinciate Lombarda of 
Milan. 

Political commentators agreed 
that the results of the election 


were an endoisement of the six-' 
year-old coalition as the obvious 
government formula. 

But putting the shattered 
alliance back together is likely to 
be a long and difficult process. 

“The electorate has told us that 
we are obliged to live together" 
with the Socialists, Christian 
Democrats spokesman Clemente 
Masiclla told reporters. 

But analysts say the streng- 
thening of the DC and Socialists 
in the vote will make them even 
less ready to compromise than 
before the election. 

Many found the results surpris- 
ing because a struggle over the 
premiership between these two 
parties brought down Socialist 
Bettino Craxi's five-party Govern- 
ment in March and provoked the 
unpopular early election after 
three and a half years of unusual 
stability. 

The Socialists scored their big- 


gest ever victory, picking up three 
points to win 14.3 per cent of the 
vote. 

The DC gained over a point to 
win 34.3 per cent to stem a 
dangerous decline in support over 
recent years and consolidate their 
position as biggest party. 

The AGI news agency said one 
of the winners was Ilona Staller, a 
36-year-old pornographic film ac- 
tress better known as "Ciccioli- 
na," who ran in Rome on the 
ticket of the gadfly Radical party. 
Her candidacy drew headlines for 
her provocative, topless and 
sometimes nude campaign 
appearances. 

While the results don't auto- 
matically produce a new govern- 
ment, they do affect how much 
clout a party has in shaping what 
will be the nation's 47th govern- 
ment since World War II.

Weinberger says U.S. must protect 
Kuwaiti ships or risk Iranian threat 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Reagan administration Tues- 
day defended its controversial 
plan to protect Kuwaiti shipping 
in the Gulf, saying failure to act 
would risk an 'escalation of Ira- 
nian threats against neutral Gulf 
states. 

“We understand the risks in- 
volved in our strategy, particular- 
ly the protection of shipping 
arrangement with Kuwait," De- 
fence Secretary Caspar Weinber- 

S r said in a report submitted to 
mgr ess. 

“But we are convinced that the 
risks of alternative courses of 
action or inaction are even grea- 
ter — with Iran stepping up its 
fotfoudation of the (Gulf) states,” 
he said. 

Mr. Weinberger said the Un- 
ited States would add three ships 
to its forces in tbe Gulf to help 
protect Kuwaiti tankers from Ira- 
nian attack. 


He said the vessels would be 
authorised to use force “in the 
face of attack or hostile intent 
indicating imminent attack." 

In a closed session of the 
House of Representatives Fore- 
ign Affairs Committee, Mr. 
Weinberger defended President 
Ronald Reagan’s Gulf policy and 
called the U-S. decision to reflag 
11 Kuwaiti tankers and defend- 
them from possible Iranian attack 
“a limited response to a very real 
threat." 

He said U.S. forces in the 
region would be bolstered by the 
addition of three additional ves- 
sels outfitted to meet potential 
sea, air and land-based missile 
threats. They will operate under 
orders to counter force with force 
“in the face of attack or hostile 
intent indicating imminent 
attack," he told the committee. 

On May 17, a U.S. frigate in the 
Golf foiled to lake evasive action 


or protect Itself against an 
approaching Iraqi waipiane that 
fired two Exocet missiles. One of 
the missiles that struck the US5 
Stark exploded, killing 37 Amer- 
ican sailors. 

The Iraqis apologised for the 
attack, saying the Stark was mis- 
taken for Iran-bound shipping. 

Mr. Weinberger maintained 
that risks to U.S. naval forces 
from protecting the reflagged ves- 
sels were "moderate." 

“There are some risks, particu- 
larly from unconventional 
threats, such as Iranian terrorism 
or sabotage," he said. 

The 30-page report, an unclas- 
sified version or a secret one 
delivered to Congress Monday 
night, was prepared in response 
to a request by congressional 
leaders concerned that the 
Reagan administration is rushing

Masri due

King names Prince Hassan to guide 
writing of Jordan’s modern history 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein on Tuesday en- 
trusted His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan with form- 
ing an independent national com- 
mittee of intellectuals and noted 
historians from universities and 
research centres to lay down a 
plan for writing Jordan's modern 
history. 

In a message he sent to the 
Crown Prince, the King said the 
■Kingdom's history should be writ- 
ten within the framework of the 
Arab Nation's history and the 
committee undertaking the task 
should be working under the su- 
pervision and guidance of the 
Crown Prince. 

The committee should also 
undertake the task of publishing 
research and srudies of the high- 
est level characterised with objec- 
tivity and containing only the 
truth about die history of the 
Kingdom, the King said in his 
message. 

He said these researches and 



srudies should form the basis for a 
series of publications and books 
to provide education to all levels 
of people ranging from young 
generation up to intellectuals. 

This step should go hand-in- 
hand with the ongoing process of 
reassessing the educational sys- 
tem in ttie Kingdom, the King 
said. He said the proposed com- 
mittee should take charge of fol- 
lowing up the implementation of 


this mission in cooperation with 
the Royal Academy for Islamic 
Civilisation Research (AJ a I Bait 
Foundation), Jordanian universi- 
ties and the Roval Scientific Soci- 
ety (RSS). 

King Hussein said he would 
give this mission all the support 
and care it requires to achieve 
success. 

In his message, the King paid 
tribute to Prince Hassan for fol- 
lowing up efforts aimed at serving 
the educational, cultural, econo^ 
mic and scientific development of 
the country. 

He said he was pleased with the 
strides of development achieved 
in Jordan universities and other 
institutes of Learning and scien- 
tific research centres, which he 
said, had helped the country to 
achieve high standards and be- 
come a meeting point for intellec- 
tuals. seminars and conferences 
at the Arab and international 
level. 


Peres proposes economic 
conference on Mideast 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli Fore- 
ign Minister Shimon Peres said 
Tuesday he plans to launch a new 
Middle East peace initiative by 
seeking support from European 
leaders for an international con- 
ference to resolve regional econo- 
mic problems, a spokesman said. 

Ministry spokesman £hud Gol 
said Mr. Peres proposed the idea 
of an economic conference to be 
held simultaneously with peace 
talks, during a two-hour meeting 
with Dutch Foreign Minister 
Hans van den Broek. 

He said Mr. Peres planned to 
seek support for the new initia- 
tive during talks later this monrh 
in London, Paris, Bonn and 
Geneva. 

Mr. Peres has scheduled meet- 


ings with West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Kohl, British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
French Prime Minister Jacques 
Chi: . and French President 
Francois Mitterrand, in their re- 
spective capitals. Gol said. No 
dates for the trip have been 
announced, but Israel army radio 
said it was scheduled for next 
week. 

Gol said Mr. Peres believed the 
plan would “help promote poli- 
tical stability in the region” by 
improving the economic climate 
in Arab countries adversely 
affected by the drop in world oil 
prices.

U.S. considering closure 
of one of two PLO offices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Under 
strong congressional pressure, 
the U.S. government is consider- 
ing whether to close the Washing- 
ton information office of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO), a State Department 
official said Tuesday. 

The official, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said govern- 
ment legal advisers had deter- 
mined that the PLO observer’s 
office at United Nations head- 
quarters in New York, the orga- 
nisation's other U.S. representa- 
tion, could not be closed down. 

But he added that the Palestine 
Information Office in Washing- 
ton might be shut after comple- 
tion of a review by government 
legal experts. "There's still the 


question of Firsi Amendment 
rights to be adaressed here," he 
said. 

The official declined to say on 
what basis the closing order 
would be issued if such a decision 
were made. 

The complication arises from 
the fact that the employees at the 
information office are either U.S. 
citizens or legal aliens, whose 
right to freed'om of speech is 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment to the U.S. constitution, the 
official said. 

They are also, however, reg- 
istered with the U.S. government 
as foreign agents because they 
represent a foreign entity, and

Massive black strike marks Soweto uprising 


SOWETO, South Africa (Agen- 
cies) — More than a million 
blacks stayed away from work on 
Tuesday to mark the 11th 
anniversary of the Soweto upris- 
ing in one of tne biggest peaceful 
protests in South African history. 

White soldiers in armoured 
vehicles patrolled tbe streets of 
Soweto, shrouded in choking 
smog, and security forces manned 
roadblocks on all roads to the 
sprawling township southwest of 
Johannesburg. 

Police and reporters touring 
the township said the atmosphere 
was subdued and the two million 
Sowetans appeared to be heeding 
black leaders' appeals for a 
peaceful anniversary. 

At least 575 people, many of 
them children, died during the 
1976 uprising, which erupted in 
Soweto over the while-led gov- 


ernment’s attempt to enforce the 
use of the Dutch-origin Afrikaans 
language to black schools. 

First estimates from indepen- 
dent monitoring groups said more 
people stayed away from work 
Tuesday in the Johannesburg 
area, South Africa's industrial 
heartland, than in last month's 
protest strike against the whites- 
only general election. 

“We're talking about more 
than one million nationwide." a 
spokesman for the privately- 
funded Labour Monitoring 
Group said. 

Soweto was almost shut down. 
Stores and municipal offices were 
dosed, trains carried about five 
per cent of their normal commu- 
ter load, and buses and taxis did 
not run at all. 

Many businesses around the 


country, complying with demands 
of black labour unions, desig- 
nated the day as a paid holiday. 

The white-led government re- 
cently formed a commission to 
study possible changes in holi- 
days*. but currently there are no 
offidal holidays of symbolic im- 
portance specifically for the coun- 
try’s 24-million black majority. 

The United Democratic.Front, 
the largest anti-apartheid coali- 
tion, called on blacks to observe 
the anniversary "with maximum 
discipline and unity." 

Eleven blacks were killed on 
June 16, 1986, when millions 
stayed away from work and 
school to commemorate the 
anniversary and protest the state 
of emergency President P.W. 
Botha had declared four days 
earlier. 


That emergency was extended 
and reinforced last week. 

The call for a day of com- 
memoration Tuesday was widely 
heeded not only in Soweto but in 
townships tluoughout the Johan- 
nesburg region and around Pre- 
toria, where black bus ridership 
was reported 35 per cent normal. 
The stayaway was less effective in 
the Durban and Cape Town 
areas. 

One prominent anti-apartheid 
leader, Anglican Archbishop De- 
smond Tutu, was visiting Mozam- 
bique on Tuesday. 

Archbishop Tutu issued a mes- 
sage saying, “these are somber 
and dark days, but, as everyone 
knows, the iVrkest hour is just 
before dawn. ... although things 
arc tough now, it is God’s world, 
and I know that we wjU £e free."

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — President Ronald 
Reagan on Monday night sought to persuade a wary 
Congress that U.S. warships must protect oil tankers 
in the Golf, saying “if we don’t do the job, the 
Soviets will.” 


“Our role in the Gulf is vital. It 
is to protea our interests and to 
belp our friends in the region 
protea theirs,” Mr. .Reagan said 
in an 18-minute nationally broad- 
cast address from the White 
House. 

“Our immediate task in the 
Gulf is clear — and should not be 
exaggerated.” 

Mr. Reagan also said allied 
support has cleared the way for a 
major arms-reduction agreement 
with the Soviets on sfaorter-and 
medium-range missiles in 
Europe. The next step, be said, 
could be a SO per cent cut in the 
superpowers’ strategic forces. 

On the domestic hoot, he chas- 
tised Congress for failing to come 
up with a deficit-reduction plan' 
and called anew for a constitu- 
tional amendment requiring a ba- 
lanced budget and legislation per- 
mitting him to veto specific items 
in comprehensive appropriations 
bills. 

Mr. Reagan reported to the 
nation on last week's seven-na-' 
tion economic summit in Venice, 
Italy, a meeting chat produced 
reaffirmations of economic agree- 
ments but no new initiatives. 

Summit partners gave Mr. 
Reagan diplomatic support — but 
no military muscle — for his poli- 
cy in the Gulf and complained 
about the huge U.S. budget de- 


ficits. 

“You've been hearing and 
reading reports that nothing was 
really accomplished at the sum- 
mit and the United States in 
particular came home empty- 
handed,” Mr. Reagan said. 
However, he said, the truth was 
that he achieved “evei^thing we 
had hoped to accomplish.” 

Following the speech, opposi- 
tion Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress attacked his fiscal policies 
and said his Gulf plans are decep- 
tive. 

Senate majority leader Robert 
Byrd said the president's budget 
picture “was like his early ex- 
planation of the Iran-contra mis- 
adventure. It was long on rhetor- 
ic, short on facts and left a mis- 
leading impression. 

Senator Sam Nunn, chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, said Mr. Reagan's 
remarks on the Gulf held “no- 
thing new." 

“What we’re really trying to do 
is find a way to tilt towards Iraq, 
and we're basically describing it 
as a freed om-of- navigation prob- 
lem,' 1 Sen. Nunn said. “It seems 
to me that the administration has 
to put its cards on the table in this 
regard and tell the American 
people what we're really doing.” 

Noting the congressional con- 
troversy over the reflagging of 11 


Kuwaiti ships as U.S. vessels, Mr. 
Reagan declared, “we will accept 
our responsibility for these ves- 
sels in the face of threats by Iran 
or anyone else. 

“If we fail to do so, simply 
because these ships previously 
flew the flag of another country, 
Kuwait, we would abdicate our 
role as a naval power,” he said. 
“And we would open opportuni- 
ties for the Soviets to move into 
this chokepoint of the free 
world’s oO flow.” 

“In a word: If we don’t do the 
job, die Soviets will. And that 
will jeopardise our own national 
security as well as our allies,” he 
said. 

Mr. Reagan, reporting on bis 
talks at last week's seven-nation 
summit in Venice, said he was 
gratified that the allies gave him 
support for his policy. “It was 
extended without hesitation,” he 
said. 

While offering diplomatic sup- 
port, the allies aid not offer any 
military backing to escort Kuwaiti 
ships. The U.S. president noted 
that Britain has given military 
protection to more than 100 of its 
ships in the Gulf this year and 
said France also has a naval pre- 
sence in the Gulf. 

President Reagan Monday salt 
to a critical Congress a classified 
report on his controversial plan to 
protea Kuwaiti oil tankers with 
U.S. military escorts in the Gulf. 

Congressional officials said the 
classified report was received by 
House Speaker Jim Wright and 
Senate majority leader Robert 
Byrd Monday evening. They said 


it would not be made public. 

Congressmen have been de- 
manding a detailed security plan 
on how U.S. warships ana ser- 
vicemen would be protected from 
possible attack in the volatile 
Gulf region, scene of the pro- 
longed war between Iran and 
Itm. 

Earlier White House spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwater made it 
dear the administration intended- 
to push ahead with the plan de-- 
spite strong opposition in Con- 
gress. 

He said die report to Congress 
provided a comprehensive over- 
view of administration strategy in 
the Gulf p repared by Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger and 
officials of the State Department 
and the president’s National 
Security Council. 

Mr. Fitzwater said plans for the , 
U.S. navy protection of 11 : 
Kuwaiti tankers that are to be 
allowed to fly U.S. flags were 
proceeding and would begin 
“when the president was satisfied 
that all preparations had been 
completed satisfactorily.” 

He could not say when this 
might be, but denied the protec- 
tion plan was being held up. 

Mr. Fitzwater said the report 
contained a foil explanation of 
administration p lanning and ac- 
tions to pro tea U.S. interests in 
the Gulf, work with U.S. allies on 1 
Gulf security and efforts to end 
the 6&-year-old Zran-Iraq war. 

A Defence Department official 
said of- the report: “Basically, it 
will say we need to support our 
friends in the Gulf ana keep the 
Soviet out.” 


Iran seeks to separate Gulf security from war 


LONDON (R) — Iranian Presi- 
dent All Khamenei has told 
Japan’s Foreign Minister Tadashi 
Kuranari that the issue of security 
in the Gulf should be separate 
from the Iran -Iraq war. 

Mr. Kuranari met Mr. 
Khamenei Monday night during a 
visit aimed at ensuring the safety 
of Japanese shipping in the Gulf 
and helping to find a solution to 
the long-running Iran -Iraq war. 

“The security of the Persian 
Gulf should be separate from the 
Iraqi-imposed war because the 
spread of the war to other puts of 
the region is a step towards inter- 
nationalising it,” the official Ira-; 
nian News Agency (IRNA) 
quoted Mr. Khamenei as saying. 

Japan, which imports 60 per 
cent of its oil through the Gulf, 
suspended sailings into the north- 
ern part of the waterway last 
month after a Japanese tanker 
was attacked by Iran. 

IRNA, received in London, 


quoted Mr. Khamenei as saying 
that if Iraq stopped attacking 
ships in the Gulf, no more vessels 


would be damaged. 

Iraqi Information Minister 
Latif Nassif Ai Jassem, however, 
said in Baghdad Monday Iraq 
intended to continue striking at 
ships despite a three-week lull. 

The chairman of the Interna- 
tional Salvage Association, Alan 


Birch, said in London Monday 
that 44 merchant ships and tank- 
ers had come under attack in the 
Gulf this year alone. 

The so-called tanker war broke 
out in early 1984 as Iraq sought to 
halt Iran’s oil exports vital to 
finance Tehran's war effort. Iran 
has attacked ships using the west- 
ern side of the Gulf — and 
particularly vessels associated 
with Kuwait — in reataliation for 
Gulf Arab support for Iraq. 

-Kuwait has chartered three 
Soviet tankers and plans to place 
half its 22-strong tanker fleet 
under the American flag as pro- 
tection against lranian attack. 

Mr. Khamenei, who heads 
Iran's Supreme Defence Council, 
told Mr. Kuranari that the pre- 
sence of superpowers in the re- 
gion would escalate tension. 

Meanwhile Iran’s Revolution- 
ary Guards minister said Monday 
his forces will show no mercy to 
U.S. forces in the Gulf and will 
destroy U.S. warships that show 
any sigu of attacking the Islamic 
Republic, _IRNA said.' 

The ’agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted Mohseo Rafiq- 
Doust, who leads the 400,000- 
strong force of supporters of 
Ayatollah Rubollah Khomeini, as- 
saying the United States was 
gearing up for a war with Iran. 

He claimed that “because Iran 


has gained the upper hand “in the 
6^-year-old war with Iraq, the 
conflict bas become “the super- 
powers’ nightmare” because they 
fear it will win. 

The Revolutionary Guards 
Corps, which now rivals Iran's 
regular forces in strength and 
firepower, “will not have any 
mercy on the U.S. Marines in the 
Gulf. 

“If the American fleet make 
any moves to preparing for op- 
erations Iran's Islamic Revolu- 
tionary Guards Corps (IRGC) 
will destroy them,” IRNA quoted 
Rafiq-Doost as saying:. 

Hjs warning was the latest in a 
string of daily sabre-rattimg state- 
ments in recent weeks by banian 
leaders against the United States 


for intervention by the superpow- 
ers in the Gulf. 

So far the Iranians have made 
no move to counter the U.S. 
intervention, but two Soviet ves- 
sels have been damaged by rocket 
foe and mines in recentweeks. . 

In a separate despatch, the 
agency quoted IRGC spokesman 
Ali-Reza Afshar as saying a Re- 
volutionary Guards force called 
“defenders of the Persian Gulf’ 
will be despatched June 28 to 
protea the waterway from super- 
power attack. 

He gave no details. But IRNA 
quoted him ds saying the IRGC is 
preparing its ‘‘missile units and 
naval craft” to be ready for any 
eventuality in the Gulf, 


Soviet aide ends visit to Iran 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet Depu- 
ty Foreign Minister Yuli Voront- 
sov has completed a four-day visit 
to Iran, where be met with top- 
officials to discuss relations be- 
tween the two countries, the 
state-run TASS news agency re- 
ported. 

The visit came after weeks of 
calls by Soviet officials for inter- 
national action to prevent further 
escalation of the war between 
Iran and Iraq. 

The TASS report said Mr. 


Vorontsov talked with banian 
officials about the situation in the 
Gulf, where Soviet officials say 
more than 300 foreign ships have 
come under fire or struck mines 
as a result of the ban-baq con- 
flict 

Although the Kremlin has not 
publicly taken sides in the ban- ' 
Iraq conflict. Western analysts 
say the Soviet Union is Iraq's 
biggest aims supplier, furnishing 
as much as $2 billion in weaponry 
annually.

Whether the Israeli forces reached 
Blat, where the U.N. post is 
located, but denied, allegations 
that the troops had occupied the 
village. 

The U.N. troops demanded 
that the Israelis leave the area, 
according to the armsy spokes- 
man. Israel’s liaison officer with 
Sooth .Lebanon, Maj.-Gen. 
David Agmon, then negotiated 
foe dispute with U.N. deputy 
co mmander . Col. Michel Zeiser, 
the Israeli Spokesman said. 

On Monday the Israeli army 
denied any incident had occurred 
between its forces and U.N. 
troops and said the Lebanese 
reports were “very peculiar.” 

Timur Goksel, a spokesman for 
the U.N. force, said Monday that 
a 30-man Israeli unit entered Blat 
at midmoming Monday and 
seized a Norwegian position 11 
kilometres north of the Israeli 
border. 

Goksel said “the Israelis left 
the village after three hours with- 
out a sin gl e shot fired.” 

But Goksel said that in an 
earlier incident, Israeli troops

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students to study Jordanian culture

AMMAN.— After a visit to the 
Kingdom. to dxsras an exchange- 
prn gramm e of -students; a delega- 
tion of. jyofessors .Md teachers 
from Bngjuun Young University 
left Amman today. 

Rounds of- talks between the 
delegate and various officials 
and. dignitaries during the visit 
focnsed art bringing up to 150 
Brigham Young University stu- 
dents to Jordan to study the Arab 
and Manic culture. This is the 
Orsr year , that Brigham Young 
University is conducting such a 
programme.' - 

“We "Would like to begin with 
100 to 150 students from Brigham 
Young University coming to Jor- 
dan . hopefully twice a year, to 
learn about the culture, tradition 
and - civilisation,” said Jeffrey 
Holland, president of Brigham 
Young University in Utah. 

The students will spend three 
weeks experiencing contempor- 
ary and ancient Jordanian dvi- 
fcisatioQ.ua its. Islamic setting as 


part of an overall Middle East 
programme lasting a semester, 
Mr. Holland said. 

He explained that the rovri for 
such a programme arises from the 
American students limited know- 
ledge on the Middle East. “Stu- 
dents, in the U.S. are not know- 
ledgeable in any firsthand way of 
the complexity of the situation in 
the Middle East, be politically, 
socially or economically.” 

"Hopefully this experience will 
influence the rest of their college 
and professional careers, in 
bringing up their children, in 
judging press reports," the presi- 
dent of the university told the 
Jordan Times. 

Bn«ham Young University will 
pay for the students, he said, 
adding: "We are still discussing 
where the students would stay, 
whether with Jor dan i an families 
or in the university dorms. Maybe 
we can work out for the students 
to slay at youth hostels or inex- 
pensive hotels for the three 
weeks.” 

The delegation held talks with 
His Majesty King Hussein, 


Crown Prince Hassan, Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifoi, and Uni- 
versity of Jordan President Abdul 
SaJam Majali, These talks con- 
centrated on "efforts to convey 
goodwill and desire to be more 
knowledgeable about the peace 
process. Education is part of the 
peace process." Mr. Holland 
said. 

In return, guest lecturers and 
visiting professors from Jordan 
will be invited to Brigham Young 
University Institute of Islamic 
Studies, “adding a dimension to 
the broad background of Islam, 
up to and including contemporary 
affairs and political challenge in 
the Middle East," be continued. 

According ro David Kennedy, 
special representative of the first 
presidency of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints (Mor- 
mons), there are a number of 
Arab students, of which 15 are 
Jordanian, and several Arab 
professors leaching there. Full 
scholarships were given to three 
Jordanians this year, added Mr. 
Jeffrey. 


Hmoud tours agriculture exhibit 
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DEIR ALLA (Petra) — Minister 
of Agriculture Marwan Hmoud 
Tuesday opened an agricultural 
exhibition at Deir Alla in the 
Jordan Valley region and later 
met with local farmers to discuss 
crops grown in their region. 

On display are samples of early 
ripening- grapes and tomatoes 
that are to be processed and 
turned into paste. 


The minister soured the exhibi- 
tion and inspected the items on 
display; among them agricultural 
implements and pesticides used in 
the Jordan Valiev. 

Such exhibitions focus alien-, 
tion on rw-o important crops for’ 
Jordan, especially the Jordan 
Valley, according to Mr. Mazen 
Khasawneh. director of agricul- 
ture in the Jordan Valley region.

He said many farmers turned 
their attention recently to grow- 
ing vines. At present a total of 
2,350 dunums uf land has been 
planted with grape vines. 

Most arcus in the valley are 
grown with lemon and orange 
trees, but attention will be given 
more to other types of fruir. he 
said. 

The Ministry of Agriculture is 
giving more attention to growing 
vines. In this effort, more than 
one and a half million saplings 
are to be distributed to rhie far- 
mers, Mr. Khasawneh noted. 

Also, a new type of tomato for 
paste and juice is being grown in 
the Jordan Valley, Mr. Khasaw- 
neh added. 

He said statistics revealed that 
a total of 35,237 dunums of land 
in the Jordan Valley have been 
grown with tomaroes. of which 
7,000 dunums have been grown 
with the type suited for proces- 
sing. 

Processing the crops is one way 
of absorbing surpluses that can- 
not find their way to markets, 
Mr. Khasawneh said. 

He said that the Ministry of 
Agriculture will continue the 
policy of agricultural pattern sys- 
tem. and will continue to provide 
loans to local fanners through the 
* Agricultural Credit Corporation. 


Hiring of local labour 
up 4% per year 


AMMAN (Petra) — The volume 
of Jordanian manpower in (he 
local labour market has increased 
from 405.274 in 1979 to 535,440 
in l‘.W6, at an annual rate of four 
per cent, according to a statistical 
bulletin issued by the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Development. 

The bulletin said that a dis- 
tribution of Jordanian workers in 
various economic activities in- 
creased noticeahlv between 1982 
and 1986. 


The bulletin showed that in- 
creases were particularly marked 
in the electrical and water man- 
agement sectors, in view of the 
growing demand for water and 
power, and also in the fields of 
financial services, transport, min- 
ing, and agriculture. 

The increase is attributed by 
the statement to the social, eco- 
nomic. and politico] circumst-. 
ances chat the Arab region is 
passing through at the moment. 


Mafraq highway opens 


ZARQA (Petra) — An 18- 
kilometre stretch of tour-lane 
road linking Mafraq with the 
main Amman-Zarqa Highway 
was inaugurated Tuesday at a 
ceremony attended by Minister 
of Public Works Mahmoud Al 
Hawamdeh and other govern- 
ment officials. 

Addressing the ceremony, the 
minister said that the new stretch 
was intended both to facilitate the 
flow of traffic along the busy 
Amman-Zarqa Highway and to 
allow' heavy vehicles travelling 
between Amman and Mafraq ro 
avoid entering the congested 
areas of Zarqa and proceed 
straight towards their destination. 

The new road also reduces the 
pressure on the main stretch that 
continues to Zarqa and reduces 


the dangers of air and noise pollu- 
tion in Zarqa, the minister said. 

Mr. Hawamdeh paid tribute to 
the contractors and various par- 
ties involved in building the road 
which he said is essential for the 
development of northeastern re- 
gions of the Kingdom. 

According to the minister, the 
road has 10 bridges and four 
junctions which together with the 
road itself cost JD § million. 

The manager of the contracting 
company made a speech express- 
ing appreciation for the ministry 
for its continued cooperation that 
made the project a success. 

The minister, accompanied by 
the Zraqa Governor and other 
officials, later inspected sections 
of the road. 


Jordan, Egypt end meetm 
on industrial integration 


CAIRO (Petra) — The joint Jordanian-Egyptian 
technical committee on coordinating bilateral coop- 
eration in industry ended a meeting in Cairo 
Tuesday and the leaders of both sides signed the 
minutes of their meetings. 


Jordan barters local produce 


AMMAN (Petra) — A govern- 
ment order for rationalising the 
importation of apples has contri- 
buted towards reducing apple im- 
ports from 2,075 tonnes in May 
198b to only 737 tonnes last 
month, according to the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 

It said that the government 
order stipulated that only those 
countries that buy Jordanian 
vegetables can export apples to 
the Kingdom, for almost the 


same cost. 

Tire measure helps makret 
Jordanian vegetables abroad and 
at the same tune encourages local 
farmers to grow apples, the state- 
ment added. 

Referring to other types of 
fruit, the statement said that Jor- 
dan last month produced suffi- 
cient amounts of apricots for the 
local market, whereas the coun- 
try imported five tonnes of the 
fruit in May last year. 


Yarmouk to graduate 
8th class on Thursday 


FRBID (Petra) — The eighth 
batch of students will graduate 
from Yarmouk University on 
Thursday at a ceremony to be 
held under royal patronage. 

A university spokesman said 
that 2,537 male and female stu- 
dents from different faculties will 
graduate, compared with 664 in 
the first class that graduated in 


1980. 

According to the spokesman, 
1,100 students will graduate from 
the Faculty of Arts. 469 from the 
Faculty of Science. 425 from the 
Faculty of Economics, 339 from 
the Faculty of Engineering, 126 
from the Faculty of Medical Sci- 
ences and Paramedics, 59 from 
the Faculty of Pharmacy. “ 


At the end of the meeting. 
Under Secretary of the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade Moham- 
mad Saqqaf. who heads Jordan's 
side, said that the joint commit- 
tee 1 possed a number of resolu- 
tions and recommendations 
aimed at achieving industrial in- 
tegration between Jordan and 
Egypt. 

The committee underlined the 
need for promoting industrial 
coordination in all fields related 
to production and for the ex- 
change of data, expertise and 
information about industrial stu- 
dies, Mr. Saqqaf said. 

The rwu sides, he said, agreed 
on the need for coordinating 
steps to achi e\e integration in 
industrial fields through exchang- 
ing component! and primary 
materials available in both coun- 


tries. 

The committee urged the two 
countries to double efforts for 
exploiting productive capacities 
at their disposal to serve as substi- 
tutes for imported materials espe- 
cially in petrochemicals and che- 
mical industries, fertilisers, con- 
struction industries, railways, 
electronics, and other industries 
affiliated with the motor vehicle 
industry, Mr. Saqqaf noted. 

He said that tne committee 
recommended a proposed Jorda- 
nian-Egyptian investment com- 
pany to supply the joint holding 
company with feasibility studies 
on the manufacture of car wheels 
prepared in Egypt and feasibility 
studies on compound fertilisers 
prepared by Jordan with the pur- 
pose of investing in this field. 

The two sides agreed to work 


out a vocational trainins prog- 
ramme for industrial workers of 
both countries, specially in solar 
beating, auto maintenance, elec- 
trical engineering, electronics, 
marketing industrial security, 
quality control and other related 
fields. Mr. Saqqaf pointed out. 

He said ihai both side?, agreed 
on unifying their standard^ and 
specifications in industry and uni- 
fying technical terms used in this 
respect and also agreed to coor- 
dinate their respective laws and 
regulations governing industry. 

Mr. Saqqaf said that the two 
sides have agTeed to set up joint 
working teams that should meet 
periodically in .Amman and Cairo 
to study means of developing 
industry. 

Mr. "Saqqaf and Dr. Moham- 
mad Abdul Fanah, deputy direc- 
tor of the Egyptian industrial 
establishment, signed the minutes 
of the meetings.'The joint com- 
mittee had been set up bv the 
Joint Jordanian-Higher Commit- 
tee which met in'. Amman last 
month. 


Students looking to study abroad 9 
be selective — American educator

AMMAN — For the pas* couple 
of weeks. Jordan has beers wit- 
nessing with pleasure the gradua- 
tion of high school students, who 
will now' be able to face their 
niture with mature thoughts and 
ideas. 

The first thing to consider for a 
large number of the students is: 
what to do next, and if the deci- 
sion is to pursue higher educa- 
tion, where? 

For an ever increasing number 
over the past years, the answer is 
simple, the United Slates. 

Dr. Barbara Uehling, chancel- 
lor of the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, and senior fel- 
low at the American Council on 
Education, discussed this ques- 
tion with Jordanian participants 
at the American Centre, via a 
WORLDNET programme, a 
television satellite link that allows 
participants in different countries 
to speak face to face with their 
counterparts in the U.S. about a 
subject of mutual interest. 


The Jordanian speakers were 
Dr. Victor Billeh, director of re- 
search and graduate studies at 
Yarmouk University and member 
of the Higher Committee for 
Equivalence of Degrees at the 
Ministry of Higher Education, 
and Mrs. Janine Tell, director of 
the American-Mideast Educa- 
tional Training Services Centre in 
Jordan. 

Dr. Uehling touched on educa- 
tion related topics such as the 
accreditation of American uni- 
versities, the assessment of the 
quality of education, reforms in 
undergraduate education, and 
most importantly, the problem of 


foreign students, particularly 
from this region, when they first 
arrive in the U.S. 

Dr. Uehling said that the most 
important thing to consider when 
looking at universities at the Un- 
ited States is the "fiscal responsi- 
bilities and solidarity of the in- 
stitution. sound advising system 
at the institution, availability of- 
library materials, and most im- 
portantly. the professors at the 
university and their degrees." 

Dr. Uehling also added that 
"one should look for an accre- 
dited university to ensure the 
quality of education that the in- 
stitution offers.” 


Jordan sends group to 
conference on drug abuse 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan is 
taking part in an international 
conference on the abuse of drugs 
and medicine, and the illicit traf- 
ficking of harmful drugs, which is 
due to open in Vienna today. 

The Jordanian delegation is led 


by Minister of Interior R^ijai Da- 
jani and includes Colonel 
H3shem Al Qaisi, director of the 
anti-narcotics section of the Pub- 
lic Security Department and two 
other officials. 


British art in transition — 1970s exhibition

AMMAN. 1 1 -r Al the British 
Council litis week is an interest- 
ing exhibition of prints made dur- 
ing die mid-1970s by some of 
Britain's best known artists. 
Indudmg the work of such 
eats as Victor Pasmore, Patrick 
olfteld, Eduardo Paolozzi, 
Bridget Riley , and Joe Tiison to 
name just a lew of the 30 partici- 
pating artists, the 56 prints cover 
the broad spectrum of art that has 
oome to represent the seventies. 

lost as there is no one theme 
runnirig 1 through the work on 
display, whidi ranges from ab- 
stract through graphics to photo- 
graphy. there is no one style or 
styles that could be said to typify’ 
the art of the seventies. 
Homogeneity and movements 
went Out with the sixties leaving 
in its place a confusing pluralism 
that marked the end, as one 
American art critic wrote, of the 
“Age of the Avant-Garde.” 
midget Riley, however, made 
her' name _‘iii the sixties when the 
term. “Op Art” was invented to 
describe, her paintings. The 
screenprint in this show, “Col- 
oured Greyi," executed in 1972, 
is' typical of her work with its 
gently oscillating lines in subtle 
matt greys which makes tire piece 


move and flow like mid-ocean 
waves. 

Through these prints, Riley 
wants the viewer to "savour the 
perceptions which she sets in mo- 
tion by the precisely formulated 
notions” on the paper. 

Patrick Hughes is another artist 
who finds screenprinting the best 
way to convey his witty ideas, as 
is Patrick Caulfield. 

The deceptively simple art of 
Caulfield, typified here by “White 

Pot" made in 1976, presents com- 
monplace and easily assimilable 
imagery in a manner that is 
"highly complex in its formal and- 
iconographic propositions." 

Irony is directed with ruthless [ 
self-discipline towards familiar! 
styles and motifs, from which be 
extracts some of their ‘‘original 
compulsion.” 

Perhaps, the most attractive 
screenprints in the exhibition 
however are those of Ben John- 
son who has used the air brush 
which imparts to everyday ob- 
jects such as screws ana escala- 
tors a hovering insubstantiality, a 
glorious transparency that is 
further enhanced by soft fading 
colours. 

Of the etchings, the best has to 
■ be Richard Hamilton's “Picasso 
Me Dinas" which depicts an image 
Picasso most admired, “Las 


Meninas" by Velasquez. Haraii- 
tion, who as the accompanying 
catalogue says, “is one of the 
most skilful artists working any- 
where in print,” uses all Picasso’s 
different periods — rose, cubist, 
neoclassical — to variously depict 
the princess, maids, onlookers 
and dog while Picasso is substi- 
tuted for the original painter at 
his canvas. 

Other excellent prints come 
from Antony Gross who revolu- 
tionised etching in the 1930's with 
the inventiveness of his tooling. 
His scenes, “Stubble Field,” 
Honeysuckle and Wild Orchids,” 
and “Vineyard in Early May,” all 
executed in 1976, are stunningly 
evoked by a few seemingly 
haphazard lines and dots that 
catch ro perfection both the wild- 
ness and the order found in the 
countryside. 


A number of photographic 
prints take their place in the 
show. Many like Philtipa E co- 
bichon’s sequential shots of the 
same piece of countryside which 
document the subtle changes in 
colour, texture, light and atmos- 
phere that take place over the 
winter months and Hamish Ful- 
ton's composite image of “Winter 
Sky — Foot Worn Stone” are 
gentle but none the less stimulat- 
ing statements that make us 
aware of the beauty of the world 
about us. 

“British Artists’ Prims 1972-

Setting new standards 
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Economics and political economy 
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Thinking big and far 

THE JUNE 14 top level meeting in A mman chaired by 
His Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan on the invest- 
ment climate in Jordan will no doubt give impetus to the 
ongoing efforts of Jordan to make the country a haven for 
Arab and foreign investments. The meeting was also 
attended by Prime Minister Zaid Rifai and other minis- 
ters charged with the task of accelerating the growth of 
the Jordanian economy. In this vein, we think that 
Jordan should think in terms of megaprojects which 
could attract Arab and foreign investments in addition to 
national investment. And, while the private sector can 
and should play a pivotal role in this endeavour, there is 
no escape from the need to have the public sector also 
involved in the process to make the Jordanian economy 
strong and attractive for investment. Public involvement 
serves as an instrument for confidence-building which is a 
sine qua non for major Arab and foreign investments. 
This wonid be particularly true if one thinks in terms of 
megaprojects. 

We are sure (hat our experts in Jordan are now in a 
position to define the projects that could be offered for 
financing by Arab and foreign capitals. » 

While it is perhaps too premature to think of a 
megaproject to extract oil from shale in Jordan, one 
should not dismiss such a scheme outright. As oil prices 
are anticipated to rise again in the mid-1990s, the 
extraction of oil from shale conld become a viable and 
economically feasible megaproject. The expansion of the 
port of Aqaba could also be an area where Arab 
investment in particular could be most helpful. Just as 
the Royal Jordanian airline is being accorded the support 
that it rightfully deserves, we think that our merchant 
marine fleet should also receive our support and the 
support of Arab investment. 

Of course, the list of what we can do to expand and 
strengthen the economy of Jordan is long. What is 
important at this juncture is that the subject of attracting 
investment to the economy of Jordan is being awarded 
the high priority that it deserves. It is therefore most 
gratifying to note that Crown Prince Hassan is personally 
involved in the endeavour to put Jordan on the list of 
countries which can be described as among the most 
favoured countries to receive foreign investment.

RING Hussein addressed the graduation ceremony of the University 
of Jordan on Sunday calling for continued revision of educational 
systems with a view to improving it and providing better service to 
the future generation.

AJ Dustour: Shamir in Africa 

ISRAEL’S Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir embarked on a tour of 
African states with the purpose of enabling Israel to infiltrate again- 
into the black continent. Israel actually started its endeavours in this 
direction in 1982 and succeeded in restoring diplomatic relations with 
Zaire. It is true that since 1982 Israel succeeded only in restoring ties 
with a limited number of African states, but the Israeli and Western 
media try to present this move as a major success for the Israeli 
diplomacy. It is no secret that those who restored relations with Israel 
did so under pressure from the United States and with promises of 
'economic assistance. We do. not belittle the danger of Israel's return 
to Africa but we do not regard this move as a victory for Israel since 
most of the African countries still refuse to restore relations with the 
Jewish state. The way for Israel's return to Africa is not paved, and 
the Arab states ought to exert efforts for keeping it so with the 
purpose of preventing Israel’s attempts of luring the Africans to its 
side. In addition, the Arabs and Africans have strong cultural and 
economic links and inter-related interests that make it rather hard for 
African states to sacrifice for the sake of restoring ties with Israel.

Sawt Al Shaab: In the wake of Karami’s 
death 


THE death of Rashid Karami. the prime minister of Lebanon, has 
left a real vaccum in the country because he had been one of the most 
prominent veteran politicians on Lebanon's political scene since the 
country won independence. The loss of this great man opens the eyes 
to Israel's continued conspiracies against Lebanon ana its people, 
and the investigations going on indicate that Israel’s fingers were 
behind the assassination. The Lebanese people who have been 
exposed to loss, death and destruction for so long axe now exposed to 
assassinations, perpetrated bv Israel and its agents. The Lebanese 
can take revenge from the Israelis by uniting their forces and through' 
'work towards a national reconciliation and liberating their land from 
occupation. Some of the Lebanese leaders are now working towards 
achieving that goal and they are taking the. first step by aiming at 
ending disputes and conflicts among the various factions of the 
country. 


The following is part of a paper entitled "An introduction to the 
political economy of Lebanon . ” read at the American University of 
Beirut’s C.S. forum. The writer is a Beirut-based economist. 

TOE misery and violence of Lebanon, as well as poverty and 
backwardness in the Third World in general, cannot be explained 
outside the context of the development of the world economy as a 
whole. “Development Economics” is taught and practised in much 
of the globe as if it were a poorer cousin of the real thing in the 
West, just as some Americans have a tendency to treat developing 
countries as distressed appendages of the United States. At best, 
such practices are intellectually misguided and a waste of time. Less 
charitably we can look upon this sort of thing as deliberate 
obfuscation by Westerners and their friends of the real problems of 
the Third World. Theories of Western origin and the assumptions 
and principles underlying them have excerdsed such a. great 
influence upon students, teachers, policymakers and others with a 
training background based on these theories that a different idea 
can hardly assert itself. It is only by asking such questions as ‘What 
is the historical course and real nature of underdevelopment?” and 
“What is the way out of underdevelopment?" that we can begin to 
formulate and apply concepts appropriate to the problems of the 
Third World. But many in the developing countries appear not only 
incapable of taking such a historical approach but also of having 
doubts even about their own empirical experiences or the fingering 
memories of their parents and the older generations. 

The present Lebanese crisis cannot, I maintain, be explained in 
terms of “economics" without putting things in their historical 
perspective. As such, we have to go behind a simple examination of 
economic variables to look at the country's political economy. 

Political economy studies the general features of an economy at 
different stages in its development during the course of history. As 
such, the subject has little in common with the fraternal twins 
micro-and macro-economics. These are taught in areas of mainly 
Anglo-Saxon influence and interpreted and practised by a vast 
□umber of public and other organisations and individuals in the 
First and Third Worlds. These subjects may have a certain value 
and an even greater elegance, but they cannot explain the acute 
problems of contemporary economies. Orthodox Western theory is 
basically a theory of markets and market interdependence. It is not 
a theory of social system developing down through history, still less 
of economic power. Producers, consumers, savers and investors are 
considered as market agents, not part of a social structure. Their 
“initial endowments,” wealth, s kills and property are taken as 
given, and an object of the theory is to demonstrate a tendency 
towards equilibrium. Conflict is therefore ruled out almost by 
assumption. As a result the orthodox approach has comparatively 
little interesting to say about such important socio-economic 
questions as the distribution of wealth and income. It cannot say 
now these came about; it cannot say how different they might be 
under another kind of economic system and it cannot describe the 
evolution and development of institutions. Such theories depend on

adopted Islam as a faith and 
religion and at the same time 
developed their economic and 
social life and their understanding 
of religion helped them to suc- 
ceed in their development and 
eventually led them to strengthen 
their belief in God, King Hussein 
pointed out. 

“Our understanding of reli- 
gious teaching at present should 
serve as an incentive for us to 
fathom deeper into the world of 
modem science and acquire addi- 
tional knowledge for our de- 
velopment,” the King said. "In 
fact, the various signs and terms 
used in the Holy Koran implied 
that Islam is a religion of science 
and religion of reasoning and 
intellect and the verses of the 
Koran do not conflict in any way 
or form with science, he noted. 

Even those scholars who inter- 
pret the Koran should be fully 
acquainted with the different dis- 
ciplines of science, the King said. 
“It is not enough for a scholar to 
confine bis knowledge to the 
tenets of Islamic law and be in 
total ignorance of other modem 
sciences since this is bound to 
narrow the scope of thinking and 
knowledge about the world," he 
said. 

Al al Bait Foundation Presi- 
dent Dr. Nassereddin AJ Assad 
made a speech at the outset of the 
meeting. He outlined the founda- 
lion’s objectives and its program- 
mes that were carried out over 
the past five years of its existence. 
The foundation this year intro- 
duced a new trend in its en- 
deavours in the form of lectures 
on various topics, to be given by 
leading scholars, he said. 

“The meeting is a good chance 
for the scholars to discuss a sub- 
ject proposed by the foundation, 
namely Islamic teaching in our 
universities,” he said.

the existence of markets but are not useful in ex amining their 
development. A more appropriate analytical framework is one 
which reveals ibe links between various sectors of the economy. 
First, this departs from orthodox theory by emphaasmg the 
interdependence of production, rather than of markets, and 
interlocks or their absence rather than purely j^rket relauons. 
Second, political economy treats substitution differently. In the 
traditional picture, substitution is the law of life on botnthe supply 
and demand sides. In response to price changes, different patterns 
of goods and/or factors will be chosen; when prices change, cheaper 
things will be substituted for more expensive in household budgets 
aadmdustriai processes. Yet we all know this is unrealistic « far as 
industrial production is concerned; indeed the availability of 
opportunities for substitution may itself be an index of develop- 
ment. Moreover, the conventional picture assumes that households 
and firms have given, set ends. It does not deal with the more 
important questions of introducing altogether new products and 
processes, changes which often alter the system or perhaps even the 
ronsciouness of societv. Third, orthodox theory treats the consum- 
er as “sovereign” and the effects of his choices enter into the 
determination of all major variables. Political economy takes into 
account power and producer sovereignty and cuts the individual 
down to size. Fourth, markets are supposed naturally to be stable, 
or to engender optima (though of course in some cases they may). 
Prices are determined largely, and in simple models, wholly from 
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past growth rates and animal spirits, none of which is given much 
attention in traditional theory. And aggregate demand is influenced 
by and influences income distribution. 

A fundamental difference betweenpolitical economy and ortho- 
dox theory lies in their purposes. Tne basic constituents of the 
traditional vision are consumers and firms, agents who “maximise." 
And the object of such theory is largely to predict such behaviour 
and its consequences. But the arcumstances in which such 
behaviour takes place are taken for granted. By contrast, political 
economy is primarily interested in structure, in the patterns of 
dependency between institutions, in how the system hangs together 
and works or fails to work. The job of economic theory is to 
delineate the blueprint of the economic system, of the environment 
in which economic behaviour takes place. Political economy is 
concerned to see how a system keeps going and from that to 
discover what makes it break down and develop into something 
different. 

Or, to look at the matter from a Marxist point of view, the 
relations which take shape between men in the process of 
production, distribution exchange and consumption are not immut- 
able. They develop and change together with technological 
improvement, and the growth of productive forces and scientific

government lawyers are examin- 
ing whether their constitutional 
rights are limited because of their 
role as foreign agents. 

• The government review began 
last month after a shutdown of 
the offices was proposed by Sena- 
tor Bob Dole, leader of the -Re- 
publican minority in the thS.- 
Senate and a leading contender 
for the party's 1988 presidential 
nomination. 

Mr. Dole was joined by tour 
other senators in proposing the 
legislation. The senators based 
their demands on previous state- 
ments by the departments of state 
and justice labelling the PLO as a 
"terrorist” organisation. 

The PLO offices are not offi- 
cially recognised by the U.S. gov- 
ernment, which has promised 
Israel since the mid-1970s that it 
would have no dealings with the 
organisation until it recognises 
Israel. 

The U.S. official said the 
PLO's U.N. mission comes under 
the protection of the U.N. bead- 
quarters agreement, which he 
said cannot be overruled by Con- 
gress. The agreement allows the 
presence of delegations invited to 
the U.N. by a majority of its 
member nations. 

The PLO’s mission at the U.N. 
does not enjoy diplomatic status 
and its sly members are restricted 
in their movements to a radius of 
40 kilometres of New York City. 

The PLO observer office was 
set up in 1974.

Mr. Craxi called the situation

The Christian Democrats,- as 
the domitfaSit party, are likely to ' 
be asked to form the next govera- 
ment.

With all votes counted, the 
Christian Democrats maintained 
their number one position in the 
Chamber of Deputies with 34.3 
per cent, up from 32.9 per cent in 
the last elections in 1983. In the 
Senate, returns showed the 
Christian Democrats garnered 
33.6 per cent, up from 32.4 per 
cent in 1983. 

The Socialists won 14.3 per 
cent in the chamber, up from 11.4 
per cent. In the Senate, the 
Socialists slipped slightly, from 
11.4 per cent to 10i9 per cent. 

The Communists, who sought 
to end a 40-year shutout from 
government despite being Italy's 
second-largest party, were down 
to 26.6 per cent in the Chamber 
of Deputies from 29.9 per cent in 
1983. In the Senate, they dropped 
from 30.8 per cent to 28.3 per 
cent. 

The Christian Democrats won 
234 seats in the 630-member 
chamber, up from 225 in the last 
legislature; the Communists 177, 
down from 198; and the Socialists

The resmtant 
upheaval leads to a transition to a new mode of production and the 
establishment of a new correspondence between the relations , oi 
production and productive forces. . . 

However procrustean and uncongenial one may find this, Marxist 
theory has something useful to say about the problems of TJurd 
World economies. Orthodox Anglo-Saxon types of ideas don t, and 
this is coming to be recognised- Orthodox and Anglo-Saxon in ms 
approach, Nadim Khalaf of the American University of Beirut 
wrote recently, in an article entitled “Policy Measures for the 
Control of Inflation in Lebanon, “it should be stated at the outset 
that if this paper were to be given a sub-title “The political economy , 
of inflation in Lebanon’ would have to be chosen in order to 
legitimise bringing ‘non-economic’ considerations to bear on this 
attempt to formulate a set of policies to combat the challenge of 
inflation in Lebanon.” He refers in his article to three- major ■ 
economic challenges facing Lebanon (in addition to high inflation): 
a weak balance-of-payments position, a mounting budget deficit 
and the drastic depredation of the currency. But before going on to 
discuss policy measures to deal with the present malaise he warns | 
that perhaps Lebanon's problems and contradictions are sadly so 
fundamental that they are, by now, possibly immune to the 
remedies of policy science. 

Fair enough, but the rest of the articles, as well as previous ; 
writings in a similar vein, often, exhibit the elegant irr elev ance .of 
theological arguments conducted in Byzantium in the first half of 
the I5th century. Talking about policy measures for controlling 
inflation in contemporary Lebanon outside the context of political;.] 
economy is like choosing make-up for a corpse: The exercise may H 
be interesting but no cosmetics are going to bring the deceased back 
to fife. - 1 

I don’t wish to disparage Nadim Khalaf (who was my teacher) i 
and others like him , but Lebanon and the Middle East today are 
full of talented and sincere social sdentists who are seemingly 
unable of unwilling to take a more fundamental approach to today’s 
crises. And this, of course, is a significant and integral part of.our 
“under development." Abandoning orthodox approaches in favour 
of an analysis based on political economy is not going to give ns 
quick answers to our problems, but it will at least get us asking the 
nght questions.

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Chinese promote ‘Silkworm’ in Paris

PARIS — China’s display at the 
Pans air show may not boast the 
jost ^pkkticated weapons but it 
does offer buyers an inexpensive 
way to alarm Washington — the 
Silkworm anti-ship missile. 

Undeterred or perhaps even 
encouraged by reports of secret 
sales of the missile to Iran, 
Chinese arms sellers at the show 
am eagerly promoting the Silk- 
worm and other effective if re- 
latively old-fashioned weapon 
systems. 

“like everyone else, we are 
here to try and drum up interest 
in our products,” said Zhang 
Zhimin, deputy director of the 
China Precision Machinery Im- 
port Export Corporation 
(CPMIEC), which markets the 
highly-publicised coastal defence 
miss ile. 

“If we didn't want to sell we 
wouldn't be here,” he said, ges- 
turing towards a row of brightly- 
painted scale models of the Silk- 
worm — technically known as the 
HY-2 — and other projectiles. 

For potential buyers unim- 
pressed by wooden mockups, 
China is also exhibiting for the 


first time in Europe a full-size 
missil e — the more advanced 
FL-2 or Flying Dragon model. 

U.S. officials and Western 
arms experts questioned in Paris 
believe Iran is among China's 
best customers for coastal de- 


fence weaponry and say it could 
ith d 


use it with devastating effect to 
disrupt shipping in the Gulf. . 

Peking, however, has repe- 
atedly denied selling die Silk- 
worm to Iran, which in turn says 
it manufactures its own anti-ship 
.missiles modelled on weapons 
captured from Iraq. 

“We do not sell to either Iran 
or Iraq in accordance with our 
policy of neutrality,” Zhang told 
Reuters. He added that even if 
such sales did take place it would 
be Chinese policy to keep them 
secret.

Subway gunman as ‘reasonable man’

NEW YORK — That Bernhard 
Goetz shot four black youths on 
the New York City underground 
is not in dispute — at issue as a 
jury deliberates his fate is 
whether he behaved “reason- 
ably” when he thought he was 
being mugged. 

The bookish, white, 39-year 
old electrical engineer certainly 
looked like a reasonable man as he 
watched final arguments this 
week in his seven-week trial for 
attempted -murder. 

Bespectacled, pale. thin, show- 
ing the same “soft” appearance 
that one of his vic tims said made 
him' look like an easy mark, 
Goetz scribbled notes, talked 
with his lawyers and occasionally 
stifled a yawn. 

In his white shirt and jeans, he 
looked like someone who would 
fade into the background in a 
crowded room — or a crowded 
subway car. 

But on Dec. 22, 1984, when the 
four youths did notice Goetz and 
asked for money, he responded 
by opening fire with a 38 calibre 
revolver, wounding all four. One

down, his spine severed by 
Goetz’s fifth and final shot 

Goetz is charged with four 
' counts of attempted murder, four 
counts of assault, one count ol 
reckless endangerment and va- 
rious weapons possession viola- 
tions. 

Under the “reasonable man" 
standard stipulated by New York 
State’s highest court, the jury of 
four women and eight men must 
decide: 

— At the time of the shooting 
was Goetz himself convinced 
was behaving reasonably? 

— Did he behave as a hypothe- 
tical “reasonable man” might in 
the same situation? 

— Was his use of deadly force 
needed for self-defence? 

If the answer to any one of 
these questions is “no,” the jury 
could find Goetz guilty of attemp- 
ted murder. 

His lawyer said Goetz was 
reasonably defending himself and 
was operating on pure adrenalin 
by the time he reached for his 
gun. 

“The mind went off and the 
body went onto automatic pilot,” 


lawyer Barry Slotnick said in his 
summation, describing a panick- 
ed man who remembered how he 
had been mugged three years 
earlier. 

Slotnick said Goetz had reason 
to feel threatened because the 
four 19-year old youths had sur- 
rounded him and aggressively 
asked for five dollars. 

Prosecutor Gregory Waples 
argued that Goetz was an emo- 
tionally troubled man — possibly 
racist, possibly sadistic — who set 
out to shoot someone and went 
beyond the law by using excessive 
deadly force to defend himself. 

Waples called Goetz an “emo- 
tional powderkeg” who shot one 
of the youths in the back as he 
fled and fired the final shot 
saying, “you don't look so bad. 
Here's another.” 

No one doubts that the youths 
may have looked menacing: All 
had had brushes with the law 
before the incident, and several 
have been in trouble since, in- 
cluding one now serving a 15-year 
sentence fin- raping a pregnant 
woman. 

The biggest point of contention 
is Goetz’s taped confession, made 


on new year’s eve 1984. The 
prosecution has used the confes- 
sion as the key to its case, citing 
Goetz's own words about the 
attack. 

“My intention was to — to (do) 
anything 1 could do to hurt 
them,” Goetz said on tape after 
surrendering to police , in Con- 
cord. New Hampshire. “My in- 
tention, you know — I know this 
sounds horrible — but my inten- 
tion was to murder them, to hurt 
them, to make them suffer as 
much as possible.” 

The defence team argued that 
even nine days after the incident, 
the trauma of the event was still 
so strong that Goetz's statements 
cannot be trusted, thst they are z 
“fantasy” of what Goetz believed 
happened. 

An alternate juror excused 
from the case yesterday f.v. i. 
day of jury deliberaticuii,. n c he 
would have voted to cor.’-ict 
Goetz of illegal possession uf a 
gun and, possibly, one count of 
attempted murder. 

“I think he went a little too 
far,” said Augustine Ayaia, 33, 
referring to the “here’s another” 
final shot. 
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Thai elephants find greener 
pastures in Bangkok’s streets

BANGKOK — Hard-pushed to 
make a living in Thailand's 
dwindling jungles, a group of 
elephant handlers have found 
greener pastures for 50 of their 
animals in the bustling streets of 
■Bangkok. 

The grey four-tonne beasts 
lumber calmly along the con- 
gested roads, towering above cars 
and stopping to accept food from 
passers-by, perform tricks or pose 
for photographs. 

The elephants were trucked to 
Bangkok from northeast Thai- 
land earlier this year for a govern- 
ment tourist promotion prog- 
ramme. 

They stayed on when their 
owners realised they could earn 
more money in the capital, giving 
children rides or playing football 
before audiences, than back 
home. 

Vichai Palisuwan, an elephant 
handler, or mabout, from Surin 
province, told Reuters his job 
there had disappeared with the 
jungle. 

“Many years ago, when Surin 
was still covered in forests, 
elephants were used to drag tim- 
ber to the mills. But now all the 
trees have been cut down,” he 
said. 

Thais pay 12 baht (45 cents) to 
walk under his elephant's belly, a 
traditional gesture of good luck. 

Customers include pregnant 
women anxious for healthy 
babies, students who want better 
marks and traders who want to 
get rich quick. 

Vichai, who comes from a long 
line of mahouts, said he also 
made money selling carved ivory 
objects. 


from dense tropical jungle. 

But deforestation in Surin, 
which once bad a thriving logging 
industry, has made many 
elephants redundant. Their 
numbers have declined to about 
200, Amnuay said. 

He estimated that only 2,000- 
3,000 wild elephants remain in 
protected sanctuaries nationwide. 
Much of their natural habitat has 
been turned into farmland. 

Vichai said his elephant, which 
eats 250-kilgoramme of fodder a 
day, was better fed here than in 
Surin. 

“Passers-by feed her all day 
with fruit and vegetables. In 
Surin, she had to forage for food 
in the countryside. We make a 
better living here,” he said. 

He said they had few problems 
finding a place to sleep in Bang- 
kok — they can stay in the 
spacious compounds of the capit- 
al's many Buddhist temples. 

But finding somewhere to wash 
an elephant is not so easy. 

“Bangkok's canals are not 
dean enough; and we are often 


far away from (the dry’s) Chao

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200-year-old U.S. constitution enshrined to survive doomsday

WASHINGTON — If the sirens 
ever sounded in Washington to 
signal imminent nuclear attack, a 
guard at the U.S. National Arc- 
hives would perform one last 
duty. 

He would flip a switch in the 
rotunda of the National Archives 
building, chief repository for 
America’s historical treasures, 
where the constitution and dec- 
laration of independence are on 
display in hermetically sealed 
glass-and-bronze cases. 

The cases would quickly de- 
scend seven metres on mechanic- 
al scissoijacks into a 55-tonne 
steel vault that was built in the 
1950s to withstand atomic bombs. 

That would be the procedure if 
an attack came in daylight hours, 
archives spokesman Jill Brett told 
Reuters. 

At night the documents are 
always lowered for safekeeping 
into the steel chamber, known as 
“the shrine vault.” 

The constitution was written in 
1787 to replace America’s origin- 
al loose federation of states with a 


stronger central government 
where powers were shared among 
president, congress, and courts. 

Bicentennial celebrations are 
underway around the country and 
archives officials hope the re- 
vered parchment charter will sur- 
vive to its 300th birthday, come 
what may. 

“In a prolonged crisis, the 
documents might stay in the vault 
all the time or be evacuated to a 
safer place, as they were in the 
war of 1812 and World War H,” 
archives preservation chief Ken- 
neth Harris said in an interview. 

Even though nuclear bombs 
are much more powerful and 
accurate today than when the 
vault was designed, Harris said 
officials hoped it was still strong 
enough to preserve the "charters 
of freedom.” as archivists call the 
constitution and the 1776 declara- 
tion of independence from Bri- 
tain. 

If terrorists attacked the arc- 
hives, located a few blocks from 
the White Honse, guards would 


auicldy lower the charters into 
the vaul 


vault, hitting any of several 
secret switches. 

“It’s pretty impermeable,” 
Brett said during a demonstration 
of the safety system, pointing 
from the rotunda display area 
down a kind of elevator shaft to 
the roof of the vault, in which the 
documents sat ready to be raised. 

A guard pulled a switch, en- 
gines whirred, the vault roof 
swung open, and up came the 
constitution and dedaration to 
their positions beneath a bullet- 
proof glass cover. 

Brett, whose office is just a 
stone’s throw, from the display, 
said she still felt a “tingle" each 
time she looked at the documents 
that started America on its way. 

Roughly one million Amer- 
icans come each year to view the 
yellowed pages, with their ink 
calligraphy and signatures of 
founding fathers, including 
George Washington, Benjamin 
Franklin and James Madison. 

The constitution’s bicenten- 


nial, culminating in ceremonies 
on constitution day September 
17, is likely to draw even bigger 
crowds than usual to its display 
Case. 

The rotunda is dimly lit to. 
prevent fading of the documents. 
Archists say they were not very 
well-treated by their government 
keeper until the archives took 
custody in 1952, sealing them in 
helium-filled cases to deter 
decay. 

The declaration, written in 
1776 by the young Thomas Jeffer- 
son when the American colonies 
decided to break ties with Bri- 
tain, is scarcely legible at all. 

Viewers can make out the 
opening line. “When in the 
course of human events," and the 
unusually large signature of re- 
volutionary wir politician John 
Hancock, but little else. 

By contrast, the constitution is 
still readable and. according to 
Brett, remains in “remarkable 
condition” because it was treated 
less roughly in the early days. 


Only the first and last pages of 
the charter and its first 10 amend- 
ments, the bill of rights, are 
regularly on view. The remaining 
pages are in the vault, displayed 
only once a year. 

Historians say the constitution 
is far more than a piece of parch- 
ment. It is a living, evolving 
system — the oldest written con- 
stitution still in effect — and has 
survived a civil war and many 
disputes over interpretation. 

A current (me is over whether 
Congress had the power to bar 
President Reagan from aiding 
Nicaragua's contra rebels. 

The latest piece of technology 
brought into the struggle to pre- 
serve the parchments is an ultra- 
sensitive S3 million camera built 
— originally to measure faint 
starlight — at the U.S. Space 
Agency's Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory. 

Last month the camera, called 
a Charge-Coupled Device, began 
recording minute changes in the 
condition of the documents from 


year to year and may show a need 
for new preservation efforts. 

Archives preservation officer 
Alan Calmes showed Reuters a 
greatly enlarged photo of the 
“W” in “We the people” — the 
constitution's opening phrase. 
Patches of ink had flaked mvay. 
although the damage was net 
evident to the naked eye. 

There are no plans to remove 
the charter from display, only to 
monitor it dosely, he said. 

Physical attack .was a more 
immediate problem. 

Last Octobe/ a man tried to 
smash the constitution's display 
case with a hammer, yelling, 
“America is an imperialistic 
country” the documents were lo- 
wered into the vault as guards 
wrestled him to the ground and 
arrested him. 

The archives’ Harris said the 
man, identified by police as Ran- 
dall Husar. 36, a drifter from 
Colorado, cracked the outer layer 
of protective glass. There are 
several backup layers.

Use of patient’s 
own blood in 
operations 


A TUBINGEN — West Ger- 
many — surgeon. Professor 
Rudolf Schorer, says that during 
surgrey he favours using a com- 
bination of blood plasma pre- 
viously donated by the patient 
plus reusing blood lost during the 
operation. 

This drastically reduces the risk 
run in surgery through loss of 
blood during operations and the 
reliance on donors' blood. 

A patient with a knife wound in 
bis heart had been given a trans- 
fusion of three litres of his own 
blood after cleansing. 

Autotransfusion, as the techni- 
que is known, can be used best in 
orthopaedic surgery of the kind 
that can be planned in advance. 
In many cases no donor’s blood at 
all — and certainly much less 
than otherwise — is needed. 

In retransfusion of blood lost 
during surgery and cleansed, the 
patient is given his own red blood 
corpuscles as oxygen carriers in 
concentrated form. If the patient 
has donated blood at fortnightly 
intervals beforehand, blood 
deep-frozen and saved for the 


operation, he can be given a 
combination of lost blood and 


plasma that is, to all intents and 
purposes, fresh blood — and his 
own. 

At Tubingen University Hos- 
pital 1,200 autotransfusions have 
been carried out since 1983. In 
400 cases blood lost during 
surgery has been combined with 
the patient’s own plasma. 

Autotransfusion, the Tubingen 
specialists say, is almost always 
possible — except in operations 
in infectious areas and on malig- 
nant rumours. 


The Tubingen anaesthetists 
hope their initial successes will 
qualify them at least for grants to 
continue with their research 
work. Anaesthetist Meno von 
Finck says reuse of the patient’s 
own blood during surgery is a 
longstanding technique. 

But unless the blood is 
cleansed to concentrate the red 
corpuscles it can be fatal because 
blood tends to coagulate the mo- 
ment it comes into contact with 
air — Stuttgart er Zeitung.

ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey (Agencies) — 
Michael Spinks knocked down Gerry Cooney twice 
in the fifth round and then stopped him Monday 
night as Cooney stood helplessly against the ropes to 
win a scheduled 15-round heavyweight bout. 


Spinks hurt Cooney with a 
right hand after Cooney missed 
with a wild left hook. Then 
Spinks landed a barrage of pun- 
ches to the head that put Coonev 
down. 

He got up at three but Spinks 
came to the attack and flattened 
him with another barrage. 

The 6-foot-6 (1.8-metre) 
Cooney struggled to his feet 
again. But Spinks came on again, 
backing off briefly as if he needed 
a rest. A moment later, Spinks 
launched another barrage and 
finally referee Frank Cappuccino 
stopped the fight at 2:51. 

The bout was billed by promo- 
ter Butch Lewis as one for the 
heavyweight championship of the 
world, although the World Box- 
ing Council (WBC) and World 
Boxing Association (WBA) rec- 
ognise Mike Tyson as champion 
and the International Boxing 


Federation (IBF). which stripped 
Spinks, recognises Tony Tucker. 

The fight moves Spinks to- 
wards a major money-match with 
Tyson sometime in’l9S8. 

The devastating loss most like- 
ly ended Cooney’s career. It was 
liis second defeat in an important 
bout. On June 11, 1982, he was 
stopped in the 13th round by 
Larry Holmes in a bid for the 
WBC title. 

Between the loss to Holmes and 
Monday night's fight before a 
sellout crowd of 16,500, Cooney 
had fought only three times for 
seven rounds. 

Before the match, Spinks said: 
“I can't be acting like I'm afraid 
of Gerry. I’m not. I'm looking for 
an opportunity to hit him with my 
Sunday punch.” 

In the first four rounds, Spinks 
speared Cooney with punishing 
jabs and short left hooks. 


In the fifth round. Spinks hit 
the 238-pound (107-kg) Cooney 
with everything. 

The fight was very close 
through the first four rounds, 
with one judge calling it even, 
one narrowly favouring Cooney 
and one narrowly giving it to 
Spinks. 

Cooney opened up a cut over 
Spinks right eye towards the end 
of the second round which Spinks 
said after the fight was the result 
of a head butt. 

“I am a happy man tonight. It 
was a very tough fight,” Spinks 
said. “Gerry was a great gla- 
diator. He came to fight. I take 
my hat off to Gerry.” 

“And I’d like to say to him that 
‘Geny, you have nothing to be 
ashamed of. Walk with your head 
up. You didn't lose to just any- 
body. I beat a lot of guys. You 
lost to a good man.' " 

Spinks, who at six-feet two and 
a half inches (189.23 cm) and a 
beefed-up 208 pounds (94.5 kg) 
— his heaviest ever — has often 
been called too small for the 
Heavyweight Division. He said 
he was “surprised when Cooney 








Spinks ... the champ 
went down.” 

“I was hoping he wouldn’t get 
back up, but he did,” said Spinks. 
“And he was a little wobbly, and 
I unleashed the Spinks’ jinx. I 
took it under, over the top and to 
the side and be went down 
again.” 

Spinks, asked about the much 
ballyhooed power of Cooney’s 
punches, said they were power- 
ful, “only if you’re there taking 
his punches.” 

Spinks, who was stripped of his 


IBF title after withdrawing from 
the heavyweight unification 
series, is in line to next fight 
WBC and WBA heavyweight 
champion Mike Tyson, although 
no deal has yet been struck. 

Spinks, 30, a 1976 Olympic 
gold medallist, became the first 
light heavyweight champion ever 
to win a heavyweight title when 
he took a points decision from 
IBF litleholaer Larry Holmes in 
September 1985. He defeated 
Holmes again in a rematch. 

Spinks, who was paid $4 mil- 
lion for his efforts Monday night 
raised his record to 31-0, with 21 
victories coming inside the dis- 
tance. 

Cooney, who earned S2.5 mil- 
lion. did not appear at a post- 
fight news conference. In a state- 
ment released through a spokes- 
man Cooney, whose record is 
now 2S-2, said he was “disgusted, 
disappointed and thought he nev- 
er got his rhythm.” 

The resounding defeat for the 
30-year-old Cooney, who has 
mostly been a drawing card as 
boxing’s “white hope” probably 
means tbe end of his career.

“Jimmy always is a big threat 
on grass and playing a big tourna- 
ment brings die best out of him,” 
Becker said after winning the 
London grass court championship 
on Monday. 

“If he plays. like today he is 
definitely one of the favourites 
for Wimbledon.” 

Becker, who beat Connors 11 
days ago in the quarter-finals of 
tbe French Open, was reminded 
a gai n of the skill and fighting 
spirit of the American after he 
took two hours and 19 minutes to 
beat him at the Queen's Club. 

. “I've 'played him four times 
and four times he has pushed- 
me,” said Becker, who was yet to’ 
lose to Connors. “On every shot 
he gives everything and fights 
until the end. 

“But then, so do I.” 

After adding twice champion 
Connors to his list, Becker had to 
subtract three-time champion 
McEnroe, who announced he 
would miss Wimbledon because 
of his injured back. 

The West German, top-seeded 
despite trailing Lendl in the world 
rankings, respects other challen- 
gers. including Tim Mayotte, but 
one thing is clear — he does not 
expect to lose. 

“I proved I can win it,” said 
Becker, who exploded on the 
scene two years ago when as an 
uoseeded 17-year-old he became 
the youngest man to win the 
Wimbledon title. 

“The first time I was nervous. 
The second time was by for the 
biggest win ever for me. But I 
can't be nervous now. I know I 
can win. 

“If I’m not confident now, 
when will I be?” 

Becker rounded off bis official 
grass court preparation with a 
disappointing day at the service 
line that produced 10 double 
faults and allowed five service 
breaks. But he was encouraged 
by winning at less than his best. 

“I’ve been beating guys pretty 
easily,” said Becker, who drop- 
ped just one set on his way to the 
final. “I wasn’t serving great and 
Connors is still one of the best at 
returning serve.” 

“I amstilibaving trouble re- 
gaining my tuning since all that 
time on clay fdr the French Open. 
But it's good to know that I can 
win even when I'm not serving so 
well.” 

Becker, still only 19, is matur- 
ing as a player.

IMF wants $8.2 billion to 
help poorest debtors 


Africans expect hardships from debt 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mr. 
Marcel Camdessu:., managing 
director of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), is, asking 
richer governments (or another 
SS.2 billion by the end of the year 
to help 60 of’ the world's poorest 
countries, a senior fund official 
said Monday. 

The money would go into the 
fund's “structural adjustment 
facility." which now has about 
S3. 5 billion, for use from 19*8 
through 1990, .said the official, 
who spoke on condition rhat his 
name not he used. 

Loans would not be due for 10 
years, twice the usual length of 
fund credits. During a “grace 
period" of S 1 ^ years, only interest 
would be payable, at a nominal 
0.5 of one per cent a year. . 

The official did not say which 
countries will be asked to contri- 
bute, but Japan was thought to he 
a prime candidate. 

Such loans have already been 
made to 12 of 62 eligible coun- 
tries since early last year. Two of 
those eligible — India and China 
— said they would waive their 
rights. 

Another fund official said loans 
to 22 more countries are being 
processed, and discussions have 
begun with another 20. 

He said individual creditor gov- 
ernments are also planning to 
help by granting these poorest 
countries 20-vear delays for re- 


payment of old loans, with a 
linear grace peiiod. 

'Hie senior official said Britain 
and France are also proposing to 
lower tlte interest rates. 

The fund is owned by 151 
countries, with (he United States 
holding the largest voting 
strength. Its original purpose was 
to keep currencies stable in both 
rich and poor countries, in recent 
years, most of its effort has been 
devoted to organising loan pack- 
ages for poor countries in finan- 
cial trouble. 

In return for the loans, the 
debtor governments promise new 
policies which the fund judges 
important to improve their eco- 
nomic position. 

Tlic senior official also talked 
about efforts to harmonise the 
policies of the United States and 
the other major economies of the 
non-communist world: Japan, 
West Germany, Britain. France, 
Italy and Canada. 

They have agreed to let the 
fund help set specific targets on 
such matters as budget deficits 
and tlie balance of their interna- 
tional trade, and to meet three 
times a year to see how close they 
come. 

But neither a precise list of 
these “indicators" nor a schedule 
of meetings has been disclosed. 
The senior official said both the 
goals and the extent to which they 
are met will remain secret. 


ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) — Congolese President Denis 
Sassou-Nguesso, the chairman of the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU), said Monday that Africa may 
soon reach a point where it is unable to pay its debts. 

"We may be coming to a stage "dranconian measures” to im- 


where. even with good intentions 
to pay. wc won't be able to," he 
told a news conference on the 
opening day of a five-day United 
Nations conference on Africa’s 
debt crisis. 

Asked if the 50-naticn OAU 
would discuss at its upcoming 
summit the possibility of African 
nations refusing to pay their debts 
or limiting repayments to a per- 
centage of export earnings, Mr. 
Sassou-Nguesso said: “Wait and 
see at the summit. If the truth be 
told, nothing is impossible." 

He cited the fall in the price of 
commodities, which provide Afri- 
can nations with the bulk of their 
export earnings, as a major set- 
back for the continent. 

He said that world pnees of 
coffee, cocoa and other cash 
crops, together with timber and 
copper, uranium and other 
minerals, are at their lowest point 
in many years, causing many 
countries to face shortfall in ex- 
port revenues. 

Mr. Sassou-Nguesso said Afri- 
can governments had taken 


prove their economies, im- 
plementing austerity measures 
and structural adjustment prog- 
rammes at the cost of increased 
hardship to their citizens. 

He ennosed the international 
donor community for not provid- 
ing enough financial support to 
counterbalance the effects of the 
tough new economic policies. 

“if all we can do is impose 
sacrifices, and nothing but sacri- 
fices, isn't it lime for (donors) to 
come to support us?" he said. 

Referring to last week's seven- 
nation summit of leading indust- 
rial nations in Venice, Italy, at 
which the African debt situation 
was among topics discussed, Mr. 
Sassou-Nguesso said: “Africans 
have been waiting for some con- 
crete decisions, not just good 
intentions. ... political will is ex- 
pressed in acts." 

The Venice summit ended with 
a general reaffirmation by the 
seven — the United States, 
France. Britain, West Germany, 
Italy, Canada and Japan — of' a 
wide range of previous commit- 


ments on economic policies, 
trade and agriculture. But critics 
said the seven offered only a 
limited prospect of new initia- 
tives. 

The Abuja conference dele- 
gates range from African 
academics and economists to gov- 
ernment ministers and repre- 
sentatives of international finance 
institutions, including the World 
Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund. They are ex- 
amining Africa's economic prog- 
ress in the past 12 months and its 
prospects for long-term growth. 

Earlier Monday, in a speech to 
the conference. Mr. Sassou- 
Nguesso declared: “Donor coun- 
tries and finance institutions have 
yet to make a vigorous effort to 
provide the necessary additional 
resources ..." 

"Despite the efforts and sacri- 
fices agreed to by the govern- 
ments and peoples’ of Africa, we 
do not see the international com- 
munity completing its expected 
gestures, the translation into fact 
of the responsibilities it has taken 
on," he said. 

Nigerian President Ibrahim 
Babangida said in his address that 
opened the conference: “It is 
unrealistic to expect any develop- 
ing country to spend more than 




Taiwan parliament 
approves capital outflows 


Biggest British bank sets aside 
$760m for bad Third World loans 


TAIPEI iR) — Taiwan, raising 
the prospect that its vast reservoir 
of foreign exchange will flow into 
the world economy, approved a 
proposal Tuesday to drop all con- 
trols no capital outflows. 

The island has $60 billion of 
foreign exchange reserves, the 
world's largest after Japan and 
West Germany, and one of the 
strongest economies in Asia. 

A government spokesman said 
a new law would be promulgated 
by President Chiang Ching-Kuo 
within 10 days and financial au- 
thorities would then be empo- 
wered ro lift controls on currency 
outflows at any time. 

Tight restrictions on capital in- 
flows introduced this year will 
remain in place, he said. 

The central bank and finance 
nna'oistry proposed lifting currency 
restrictions to help reduce the 
reserves, whose sfre has led to 
runaway growth in money supply. 

The scale of the reserves has 
also drawn international atten-' 
tion to the island's huge trade 
surplus. Government fears the 
growing pile of money is making 


Taiwan a target for U.S. trade 
protectionism. 

The island of 19 million people 
notched up a surplus of S7.32 
billion in the first five months of 
this year — about 90 per cent of it 
with the United States. 

Taiwan’s major industries are . 
electronics and electrical machin- 
ery, textiles and garments, mainly 
for export. 

Local bankers and economists 1 
say that when the controls are 1 
lifted, businessmen will be 
allowed to buy foreign currency 
and invest it freely overseas. But 
they warn against expectations of 
a sudden outflow of capital.

LONDON (R) — National West- 
minster Bank, Britain's biggest in 
terms of assets, said Tuesday it 
will set aside £466 million (5760 
million) from its profits to cover 
potentially bad Third World 
loans. 

National Westminster has £2.S 
billion ($4.6 billion ) of loans out- 
standing to countries having diffi- 
culty making their payments. 

Tuesday's move will boost the 
reserve it has set aside to cover 
bad loans to 29.8 per cent of rhat 
total from 13 per cent. 

It follows a series of similar 
measures by big United States 
banks, kicked off last month 


when Citicorp, the biggest U.S. 
bonk set aside S3 billion frorm its 
profits. 

Although Citicorp has said this 
step will give it a loss for the 
second quarter of I9S7. investors 
and share analysts quickly over- 
come any initial uncertainty and 
sent the price of its shares 
■climbing. 

On Tuesday’s National West- 
minster's shares rose seven pence 
(11.5 cents) to £7.10 (SI 1.60). 

Banking analysts had specu- 
lated that British banks would 
follow Citicorp's lead, especially 
after the Bank of England told 
British bankers that thev should 


increase their provisions to cover 
Third World loans. 

Most European banks have 
already been setting aside funds 
to cover Third World loans, 
moves that economists say should 
give them more bargaining power 
in debt rescheduling talks. 

As far as the banks are con- 
cerned, they are still owed this 
money despite setting aside such 
reserves. 

But economists say it does cut 
the ground out from under de- 
btors' threats to reduce debt pay- 
ments — or stop paying them 
altogether — because the banks 
have already accounted for this 
possibility.

N. Sea operator sells interest 

LONDON (OPECNA) — Grand Metropolitan, the U.K. North Sea 
operator, announced last week that it had sold its North Sea oil 
interests as part of its policy to dispose of non-core businesses. The 
announcement said that Dyas, a subsidiary' of SHV, the privately- 
owned Dutch company, has paid $4.1 million for the interests. The 
move is pan of a drive to dispose of all operations which do not fit in 
with Grand Metropolitan's mainstream activities. During the past 
year Dyas, along with other larger European companies, has been 
building up its presence in the North Sea. Last year, it bought the oil 
interests of British Columbia Resources Company for $125 million. 


TOKYO (R) — Japan turned in 
its poorest economic perform- 
ance for 12 years in l9Sfr87 but 
government economists said 
Tuesday they saw signs the worst 
may be over. 

They said a resurgence of 
growth in the closing months of 
the 1986/87 financial year could 
signal the end of Japan's econo- 
mic recession. 

Private economists, however, 
remain to be convinced. 

For the 1986/87 fiscal year that 
ended last March 31, economic 
growth amounted to 2.6 per cent, 
well below the 4.3 per cent pace 
of the previous year and the 
government's official forecast of 
three per cent. 

Last year's performance was 
the wont since 1974.75, when the 
economy buckled under the im- 
pact of the first oil shock. 

Economists said the strong yen 
was mostly to blame for last 


year’s poor outturn. 

The currency’s 45 per cent 
climb against the dollar over the 
past. 2Vt years has hit Japan's 
economy hard, robbing its expor- 
ters of sales and profits in the 
lucrative American market and 
sapping domestic business confi- 
dence. 

Government officials saw some 
reasons to be hopeful. 

They pointed out that growth 
accelerated to an annualised rate 
of 4.9 per cent in the final three 
months of 1986 87, from 2.9 per 
cent in the previous three 
months. 

"The economy might have bot- 
tomed out," Finance Minister 
Kiichi Mivazawa told reporters 
Tuesday. 

Japanese companies are learn- 
ing to cope with the strong yen. 
They have slashed costs, in- 
creased imports and stepped-up 
investment abroad. 


All that should translate into 
higher corporate profits in the 
months ahead, which in mm 
should boost economic activity. 

After savagely reducing their 
stocks in recent months. Japanese 
companies seem to have finally 
achieved inventory levels they are 
happy with, the government offi- 
cials said. 

Consumer spending, which 
slumped in the October/Decem- 
ber quarter, picked up in Janu- 
ary/ March, boding well for fu-< 
ture growth of the overall eco- 
nomy, they added. 

Private economists remained 
sceptical. They said that growth 
in the current fiscal year was 
unlikely to achieve the govern- 
ment’s 3.5 per cent forecast. 

Mr. Johsen Takabasbi, chief 
economist at Mitsubishi research 
Institute, a private think tank, 
said domestic demand as a whole 
was not strong.

Mr. Aii 
Ahmad Attiga. 

Operations at the plant started 
several weeks aeo but it is not yet 
producing at full capacity. Pro- 
ject officials said it would provide 
50,000 tonnes of lubricants a year 
— about 90 per cent of it for 
export — and 8.000 tonnes of a 
solvent used for powdered deter- 
gent. 

The project is owned by three 
Arab countries and three com- 
panies. 

Iraq contributed 32 per cent of 
its capital. Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait 10 per cent each, the 
Arab Petroleum Investment 
Company 32 per cent, the Jor- 
dan-based Arab Mining Com- 
pany six per cent and the Riyadh- 
based Arab Investment Company 
10 per cent. 

Meanwhile, the French govern- 
ment has asked the country's 
state-owned oil companies to re- 
sume purchases of Iraqi oil, in- 
formed sources said.

SEOUL, South Korea (Agencies) — Thousands of 
students battled riot police with firebombs and rocks 
in Seoul and six other cities Tuesday, and mobs 
attacked three police stations in a southern city. 


Students armed with wooden 
and iron clubs surged out of Seoul 
.universities as rifle squads fired 
alle ys of tear gas and police in 
armoured cars pielted the crowds 
with tear gas grenades. 

Hundreds of onlookers booed 
the police whenever they fired 
tear gas. 

“Down with the militar y dicta- 
torship,” students yelled. Police 
huddled behind their shield*; as 
bottle bombs exploded in bursts 
of blazing gasoline. 

The government-controlled 


thousands of people took to the 
streets. At least three police sta- 


Yonhap News Agency reported 
that 42,000 students took part in 
anti-government rallies around 
the country, including protests in 
Seoul, Pusan, Kwangju, Chinju, 
Chonan, Cfaonju and Wonju.

Tuesday was reported from the

BONN (Agencies) — The Bonn 
government protested to Poland 
on Tuesday over the shelling of a' 
West German ship while it was 
observing Soviet bloc man- 
oeuvres in the Baltic Sea, govern- 
ment spokesmen said. 

Bonn also demanded an ex- 
planation from the Warsaw Pact 
for the Monday incident, in which 
officials say three West German 
sailors were injured when their 


military supply ship, the Neckar, 
was hit by five rounds of artillery 
fire from a Polish vessel. 

An explanation “is all the more 
necessary as German sailors were 
injured and a ship of die German 


navy was damaged on the high 
seas," government spokesman 
Friedhelm Ost said at a news 
conference. 

He said that West Germany 
reserved the right to ask Poland 
to pay damages. 

The Polish ambassador to West 
Germany, Tadeusz Nestorowicz, 
was called into the West German 
Foreign Ministry Tuesday and 
banded the protest by Juergen 
Sudhoff, state secretary in the 
ministry, a spokesman said. 

A Defence Ministry spokes- 
man. Ulrich Hundt. said all evi- 
dence still indicated the shelling 
was an accident. 


London court postpones 
papers’ appeal over spy book 


LONDON (AP) — A high court 
judge has refused to hear argu- 
ments from the Guardian and die 
Observer newspapers that they 
should be permitted to publish 
excerpts from the . memoirs of 
former British intelligence agent 
Peter Wright. 

The judge. Sir Nicolas Browne- 
Wilkinson, said he would not 
bear the case until the court of 
appeal rules on a related matter. 

The British government has 
asked the court of appeal to 
review Browne- Wilkinson’s deci- 
sion earlier this month to throw 
out contempt-of-court charges 


against the London Daily News, 
the Independent and London 
Evening Standard newspapers, 
which published excerpts in April 
from die book by Mr. Wright, 
Spycatcher. 

Judge Browne- Wilkinson ruled 
there were no legal grounds for 
the charges. The government says 
the newspapers were in contempt 
because they knew about injunc- 
tions barring the Guardian and 
the Observer from publishing 
similar material. 

The court of appeal hearing 
begins next Monday and is ex- 
pected to last three days.

Children or bridge-playing par- 
ents have been warned at their fa- 
thers’ and mothers' knee of the 
dreadful consequences of yielding 
a ruff-sluff. They are told that it is 
a cardinal bridge sin, and that is 
close to the truth. But bear in mind 
that no bridge platitude is gospel; 
it covers the majority of cases, but 
each hand must be treated 
separately. 

Let's suppose you are West and 
that the opponents have reached 


three spades on the above auction. 
Note that South's jump to three 
spades is an invitational limit bid, 
not forcing. When dummy comes 
down after your lead of a heart, 
you can appreciate why North did 
not bid on. 

Declarer wins the first trick in 
hand and, fearing a diamond ruff, 
draws three rounds of trumps. 
Now he leads a diamond, East wins 
and returns a low heart to West's 
nine. If you remember what was 
drummed into you as a child, you 
will shift to a minor suit and de- 
clarer will have an easy passage. 
However, if yon look deeper into 
the situation you will come to the 
conclusion that a ruff-and-*luff 
will do declarer’s cause no good 
and might do it considerable 
harm. 

Therefore, you continue with a 
third round of hearts. Declarer can 
ruff in whichever hand he pleases 
and force out one of the minor-suit 
aces. You win and remove 
declarer’s last trump by leading a 
fourth heart! Now, when you get in . 
with your remaining ace. you -can 
cash your last heart for the setting 
trick. 

We are not suggesting that you 
forget everything you learned on 
your mother's knee. We simply 
think you should learn to apply 
your knowledge selectively.

In Managua, Nicaraguan Presi- 
dent Daniel Ortega said the Sal- 
vadoran proposal to postpone the 
meeting could affect chances for 
peace in the region. 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) —

Peking’s Deputy Mayor Zhang 
Baifa visited the campus Monday 
afternoon and lectured the insti- 
tute’s 1,100 students, half of 
whom continued their classroom 
boycott Monday despite official 
warnings to stop. 


The strikers said they aimed to 
ensure that a cigarette factory, 
which has occupied half of the 
cramped campus since Mao Tse- 
tung’s Cultural Revolution (1966- 
76), moves out to new premises 
this s umm er as scheduled. 

Mr. Zhang lectured them on 
the history of the dispute and 
gave assurances that the factory 
would begin to move out to new 
premises in the east of the dty by 
the end of this month, students 
said Tuesday. 

“We are fairly satisfied. We 
will wait until June 30 and see,” 
one said. “We held the protest 
for the benefit of the college.”
